HE principal point to be determined by the Municipal Assembly is whether the city shall 


assume the consequential damages or shall force the railroads to undertake all the cost. 


The consequential damages, if assumed by the city, would probably not exceed five per 


cent of the total cost. 


If assumed by the railroads, owing to the inclinatien of juries to penal- 


ize railroads for the benefit of private property owners, they would probably greatly exceed 


this percentage.

In cities where the greatest progress has been made in the abolition of grade crossings, the 


railroads have been relieved of responsibility fcr consequential damages. In cities where efforts 


have been made to force the railroads to assume all the expense, including consequential dam- 


ages, little or no progress has been made. 


Long and costly litigation has resulted. 


In the case of the Wabash, the management agrees to conform to the city’s plan for. de- 


pressed tracks, instead of building the cheaper elevated tracks, if the railroad is relieved of the 


consequential. damages.

Sharing Mr. William Randolph Hearst's pride 
and glory in the presidential candidacy of Champ 
Clark, the St. Louis Republic takes us to task in 
this fashfon:

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Room for Overflow Waters. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Since the floods now devastating our lower river 
country have again shown the utter inadequacy 
of the present levee system to insure protection, 
I wish to call attention to another and-very dif- 
ferent method of handling the problem. 

Everyone who is at all familiar with lower 
river conditions knows that the banks are genér- 
ally higher next to the stream than they are far- 
ther back, even when there are no levees, owing 
to the fact that during long ages the frequent 
overflows have left their greatest deposits of sol) 
upon the immediate banks of the river. Hence we 
find néarly everywhere swamps and lagoons at a 
distance of from one to several miles from the 
stream, which are the old channels formed by the 
current in times of overflow, long before any at- 
tempt had been made to confine it by means of 
levees. If our modern engineers, instead of en- 
deavoring to restrain it by artificial barrier, 
would adopt just the opposite method, and allow 
the river to spread itself into these old channels, 
the danger from overflows would soon be a thing 
of the past, Let them dig out these parallel chan- 
nels and keep them open, constructing lateral 
waterways wherever necessary, and thus form a 
network of canals, which will easily receive all 
the surplus water, and make overflows impossible, 
even in seasons when the amount of snow and 
rainfall is abnormal, as has been the case during 
the past winter. The earth excavated from these 
canals would increase the elevation of the land 
between: them, thus giving still better drainage 
and adding to its value as farm land.

Roosevelt released the eight delegates-at- 

large from their pledge to vote for him, in- 
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won handily in Massachusetts and the Herculean 
efforts of the third term candidate to incite, 
browbeat or frighten the American people into / 
a mad stampede have failed.

TERROR. FR 
‘ARMS SMUGGLERS 


J. J. Allen, Typical Border Man, 
Holds Madero’s Clothing as 
Result of Raid. 


HE ARRESTED GARIBALDI 


Held Grandson of Liberator Un- 
til Revolution Leader Sent 
Money to Pay Fine. 


SANDERSON, Tex., May 4.—In smug- 
sling arms and ammunition into Mex- 


ico the agents of the revolutianists in 
that country have found this isolated 
portion of the upper Rio Grande border 
region well suited to their purposes. It 
is twenty-five to seventy-five miles be- 
tween railroad stations, and for a time 
the neutrality law violators found it 
easy to dump off the trains boxes of 
guns and munitions of war and get them 
across the Rio Grande before they could 
be intercepted by peace officers on this 
side. 

J. J. Allen is Sheriff of Terrell County, 
of which Sanderson is the county seat. 
He has gone through a number of ex- 
elting experiences during the last 18 
months in dealing with revolutionists, 
smugglers and other law violators who 
Grifted into this region. He belongs to 
that type of border man which is be- 
coming very rare, owing to the en- 
croachment of settlements and civiliza- 
tion upon what was formerly a wild 
ranch region. He deals with critical sit- 
uations boldly and with a directness 
that brings terror to the heart of the 
average border outlaw. 

Allen had the distinction of making 
a raid tipon the camp of a number of 
the leaders of the revolution which 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr., promoted and 
he has among the relics in his office 
here the trunks which Madero was 
carrying with him into Mexico at the 
time he was on his way from San 
Antonio to take the personal leader- 
ship of his revolutionary force in the 
State of Chthuahua, After Madero be- 
came president, Allen notified him that 
he had his trunks but the Chief Exe- 
cutive of Mexico has never claimed 
them. They are filled with clothing 
and papers, the latter bearing chiefly 


jupon the plans of the revolution, 


The raid in which these trunks were 
captured was not without its thrilling 
features. It came to the knowledge 
of the Madero revolutionary junta in 
San Antonio that the little ranch vil- 
lage of Sheffield, situated close to the 
Rio Grande on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad west of here, was upon 


neutral ground; that is, it had never. 


determined to which 
For this reason 


been Officially 
county it belonged. 
the sheriffs .of Terrell, Pecos and 
Crocket counties, the boundary of 
all three running close to or through 
Sheffield, made no attempt to exercise 
Jurisdiction over the town, 

It was decided by Madero that this 
would be a good place to mobilize a 
revolutionary force on the Texas side 
of the border, and as a rendezvous for 
horses and equipment. Representatives 
of the revolutionists built a large corral 
in Sheffield and established headquarters 
there. 

Organizes Triangular Raid. 

It soon became known to Sheriff Al- 
len that a number of the revolutionists 
were located there, and that Madero 
himself was in or near the little town. 
Allen notified the sheriffs of Pecos and 
Crockett counties of the situation and 
they decfded to make a joint raid upon 
the town with a view of capturing the 
revolutionisits. An attack was made 
upon the corral and the buildings ad- 
Jjacent to it in which the revolutionists 
were located at this time. 

There were a few minutes of spirited 
fighting, which resulted in several revo- 
lutionists being captured and the es- 
cape of a leader, who showed remark- 
able daring. When the sheriffs of the 
three counties closed in on the little 
band of rebels this leader mounted a 
horse, which he forced to jump a high, 
barbed-wire fence that inclosed the cor- 
ral, firing with an automatic pistol at 
the raiders as he went over the fence. 
A short distance away was another high 
fence, which the fleeing revolutionist 
cleared on his horse. 

From there on to the Rio Grande 
there was a close race between him and 
his pursuers. He kept up a constant 
fire at the officers, and they were con- 
tinually sending bullets after him. No 
one was wounded in the exciting chase. 
The Mexican forced his horse into the 
river and swam to the other side, disap- 
pearing in the brush that lined the bank. 

Among other things captured In this 
raid were three large boxes of ammuni- 
tion, each of which was marked “Fran- 
cisco I. Madero’ tn bold letters. Al- 
len still has this ammunition at the jafl. 

Soldiers of fortune have been 4drift- 
ing through Sanderson ever since the 
revolutionary troubles started in Mexti- 
co. Allen has dealt leniently with these 
flotsam of humanity, but on occasion 
he has found it necessary to vigorously 
enforee the law against them. 

He has the distinction of having placed 
under arrest here Gen. Giuseppe Gari- 
baldi, grandson of the famous Italian 
liberator, who played a leading part in 
the Madero revolution, and who !s oc- 
cupying at present a high diplomatic po- 
sition with the Mexican Government. 

Garibaldi came into Sanderson, Allen 


Madero, then in San Antonio, telling 
of his predicament, and the latter sent 
the money to pay his fine and secure 
his release. 

Allen now hes fm fall here Lieut. Guas- 
alupe Morales, an officer in Madero’r 





played an important part in the Madero 
revolt, his special duty being for a time 
the smuggling of rifles and ammunitioa 
across the Rio Grande, Following Ma- 
dero’s victory, Morales found horse 
stealing more to his liking than that of 
remaining tn the army. He was cap- 
tured on this side of the river recently 
and is awaiting trial. estes? 

Allen was well acquainted with Ole 
Malek, ene of the Southern Pacific 
train robbers who was killed near here 
by Messenger Trousdale recently. Both 
Malek and Kilpatrick, his partner in 
the crime, lived upon a ranch near here 
before the holdup, They were looked 
upon here ag peaceable, upright citi- 
zens. 

During his residence near Sanderson, 
Malek ardently courted a widow at Al- 
pine, Tex. They were to have been 
married shortly after the date of the 


attempted train robbery. 


The widow | 
did not know Malek was an outlaw. Ac- 
cording to information here, Malek for- 
merly lived in Minnesota, where he 
|was married and divorced.. During his 
residence in that State he posed as a 
detective, while pursuing the life of a 
bank and train robber. 
was convicted of robbery in Atlanta 
and sentenced to the Federal péniten- 
tiary in that city. “It was in that prison 
that he met Kilpatrick and they be- 
came pals. After their release they 
came to West Texas, living for a time 
near San Angelo and then coming to a 
ranch near Sanderson.

The decision to grant the demands of 
the Municipal Assembly for two autos 
was indicated yesterday by Mayor 
Kreismann. He told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he thought it would be a 


‘l good “business proposition to give the} 


lawmakers the desired autos. 

Other’city departments for which from 
one to four autos have been requested 
will probably be disappointed. Mayor 
Kreismann said that he is opposed to 
purchasing many city automobiles until 
a repair station is established and a 
particular type of car is chosen. He 
said the autos should be of one type so 
that the parts would be interchangeable. 

A resolution was adopted Friday 
night in the House instructing Comp- 
troller Taussig to appropriate money 
for a seven-passenger auto for the use 
of the House. A like demand had been 
| made by the Council.

“No man has a right to grind another down 
to a sweated wage. Such a contract is in utter 
violation of the laws of equity. I want labor 
and capita] to enter into partnership. To the 
employer I would say: 

“Christ is the great reformer, inspirator 
and liberator. Rally to his standard. Banish 
the rivalry between wealth and wages. Instead 
of making big profits your aim, let prafit shar- 
ing be your ambition, forgetting never that you 
are only stewards of God and that to him you 
will have to give an account of all things.’

One thousand boys are expected to

Future Contracts. 


The sharp break in the cotton contract 
markets has not been followed by a sim- 
ilar weakening of the spot markets; 
While the latter are fractionally lower, 
sellers have not yet shown any W en- 
ing in their position and are making 
no great concessions, The market has, 
very likely, been strengthened by the 
heavy liquidation that has taken. place 
in the centract markets and the move- 
ment of prices for the next few weeks 
will be governed by more legitimate 
influences than the spasmodic buying 
and selling that has taken place of late. 

he demand for actual cotton has 
shown some signs of halting, as might 
be expected during a decline such. as 
has just occurred, but mills seem in- 
clined to come into the market at pres- 
ent prices; more particularly is this 
true of Liverpool buyers, who are al- 
Ways ready to take cotton on a sub- 
stantial break. 

The weather is and will be the chief 


| factor in forming prices. The evidences 


of clearing and more’favorable weather 
in the cotton belt toppled the overbought 
future markets, Few will be surprised 
if the market goes still lower, but it 
must be borne in mind that the lateness 
of the crop, the lack of preparation con- 
sequent on weeks and weeks of bad 
weather, cannot be overcome by a few 
days of sunshine. Even though an ab- 
normally favorable season for the rest 
af the crop period should be enjoyed, it 
is open to question whether the crop 
can catch up. If it does not overcome 
much of the late planting, the crop is 
susceptible to all kinds of damage 
from weather that would do little harm 
under ordinary circumstances, to say 
nothing of being cut off by a frost oc- 
curring at a normal date. 

Against this late planting and very 
probable curtailment of the next crop 
and its effect on supplies, may be 
reckoned the surplus‘that will be car- 
ried over from the present crop. 
the 14,250,000 bales that have come 
into sight so far, 9,750,000 have beer 
exported. At this rate exports will 
surpass the popular early season es- 
timates and cut a great hole in the 
supplies left, from which the Ameri- 
can mills have yet to get sufficient 
cottom to run them through the pres- 
ent season. 

The movement of cotton to market 
from the Southwestern part of the 
cotton belt, in all probability, will be 
somewhat later than last year and 
the present crop will not be swelled 
by so much early cotton. , 

Takings by spinners so far this 
season indicate that there will be 
taken from this crop about 14,400,000 
bales. If there is a surplus at the end 
of the season of 1,500,000 bales, it 
should not have a depressing influ- 
ence on the market, especially if the 
growing crop at that time still gives 
signs of a serious shortage of produc- 
tion.

Holds Father’s Head Out of Mud 
and Water Until Farmers 
Rush to Their Aid. 





Elisworth T. Grether, 1318 Pendleton 
avenue, Chief Deputy Game and Fish 
Commissioner of Missouri, was seriously 
injured last night, when an automobile, 
in which he and his two sons, Robert 
Grether, aged 21, and Ruskin, 9, were 
returning from Creve Coeur Lake, 
jumped a bridge and turned over on the 
Olive Street road three miles west of 
Clayton. 

Pinned beneath the machine in 10 
inches of mud and water, Grether was 
saved from drowning by the efforts of 
Robert, who, though injured himself, 
managed to hold his father’s head above 
the muck. The wrecked auto caught 
fire and farmers rescued Grether after 
his clothing had begun to blaze and his 
right leg had been badly scorched. 

Neck Caught Under Seat.

Robert 
Grether said the railing of the bridge 
sagged inward and caught the auto as 
it passed, swinging it down a 10-foot 
embankment. The car turned over, 
catching the three riders under it. 

In pushing his brother to safety, Rob- 
ert wrenched his right arm so that it 
became useless. He managed to strug- 
gle from beneath the wreckage barely 
in time to save his father, whose neck 
was caught under the back of the front 
seat. 

The crash of the windshield was heard 
at the Capri Inn, 200 yards away, and 
when Ruskin began to scream, A. I.

LUCKEY, TESTIFIES 
rOR HER MOTHER 


Tells Judge in School Principal’s 
Case She Objects to Divorce 
for Either. 








DELICACIES FOR HUSBAND 





Witness Says Special Dishes of 
Porterhouse and Olive Oil 
Were Set Before Him. 


As the climax of the divorce suit 
brought by Edwin D. Luckey, prin- 
cipal of the John Marshall school, 
against Mrs. Rebecca A. Luckey, their 
13-year-old daughter, Edwina, was 


placed upon the stand, yesterday, in be- 
half of her mother. She was the last 
witness called by the defense before 
Circuit Judge Homer took the case 
under advisement. 

Mrs. Luckey, who had testified with 
tears that her troubles with her hus- 
band were a secret between her and 
God, hesitated to have her daughter 
called as a witness until: she had con- 
ferred with her attorney, Frank L. 
Ottofy. The girl, who had been present 
throughout the four days of the trial, 
took her place upon the stand with a 
calm and composed air, but obviously 
testified with reluctance against her 
father. Only one question was asked 
her on cross-examination: 

“Do you love your father?” 

Hugs and Kisses Father. 

For answer, she rushed to his side, 
threw her arms about his neck and 
kissed him. He returned her caress 
affectionately. Then she ran to her 
mother, who was weeping, and kissed 
and attempted to comfort her. 

While testifying—less than two min- 
utes—she turned her eyes anxiously 
from her father to her mother. To 
her father she applied the endearing 
diminutive, ‘‘papa,’’ and called the lat- 
ter “mother.” She did not volunteer 
any information, and replied only to 
direct questions. Asked concerning 
-sight-seéing trips abroad which her 
father conducted for tourists, and on 
which she and her mother accompanied 
him, the girl said: 


“From what I saw, I thought Miss 
Hamilton was going with papa more 
than anyone else was.’ She referred 
to Miss Maude Hamilton, a teacher in 
the Missouri School for the Blind, 
whose name had“ been mentioned fre- 
quently in the testimony. 

Tells of Trip Abroad, 

“On sight-seeing trips Miss Hamilton 
seemed to want to be near papa,” she 
continued. “Sometimes he didn’t pay as 
much attention as he might have to 
mother and me. He didn’t take us to 
all the places of interest, and we were 
left to do for ourselves the greater part 
of the time.’’ 

‘‘What happened on the trip to Paris?’’ 
she was asked. 

“On one trip,” she said, ‘“‘mother and 
I didn’t go any farther than Paris. The 
others went on to Oberammergau. We 
understood that papa would meet us at 
Niagara Falls when he returned. So 
we went to London and then to Niagara 
Falls, but papa didn’t come there. So 
we came on to St. Louls.” 

She said she had heard her mother, 
at home, plead with Luckey not to go 
with other women. His reply, she said, 
was: 

“T’m not going with other women.”’ 

This was the conclusion of her direct 
testimony, but Edwina, very girlish in 
her white sailor suit, turned to Judge 
Homer, and said sadly: 

‘IT don’t want papa and mother to be 
divorced. I’m afraid I'd have to quit 
school and go to work to help support 
mother.”’ 

After she had left the stand, 
turned to an acquaintance and said: 

‘Tots of hotel managers in Europe 
have told me they thought Edwina was 
one of the brightest girls of her age 
they had ever seen.” 

Earlier in the day a poem written by 
Luckey, which had fallen into the hands 
of his wife, was read by Attorney Ot- 
tofy. The verse, which Mrs. Luckey 
said she found in her husband's bank- 
book, was as follows: 


Luckey 


“‘O happy. happy days are those gone by 
When first I saw the light of that brown eye; 
Since then I long to love and live to love, 

I yearn to be with you, my precious dove.’’ 


Luckey explained that the stanza was 
composed idly, and was intended for no 
one in particular. 

A. B. Wach, Mrs. Luokey’s nephew, 
who boarded at the Luckey home sev- 
eral years, told of his efforts to re- 
store harmony, 

‘IT told them both,” he said, “that 
their troubles were imaginary, and that 
both of them were to blame. I tole 
them that if I was the judge in the case 
I would give neither of them a divorce.” 

“I'a be glad to leave it to you,” in- 
terrupted Judge Homer with a smile, 
“but you’re only a witness.” 

‘Was Mrs. Luckey jealous?” he was 
asked. 

“I don’t know what jealousy is,” 
plied Wach. “Not being married, 
wouldn’t know how to describe it.” 

In her testimony, Mrs. Luckey de- 
clared that, on the 1910 tour, Miss Ham- 
liton took a seat opposite her at 
the table, apparently to annoy her, and 
winked, blinked and smiled at Luckey. 

‘But it didn’t last long,” said the 
witness. “She got seasick and couldn't 
come to the table.”

tions were attempted. An effort to cir- 
Gulate these papers in the streets met 
With failure on account of rioting of 
the striking delivery drivers and news- 
boys. Many arrests were made and 
each wagon sent out from the news- 
paper offices was guarded by special 
officers and three or four regular pv- 
licemen. The plan to place papers on 
sale on all the news corners was aban- 
doned early in the night. 

Each newspaper was able to get out 
in this early edition a 12-page news sec- 
tion, but their forms closed at 6:30 to 
enable the nonunion stereotypers to get 
the plates to the pressroom by 8 o’clock. 
The Sunday morning papers also car- 
ried a 12-page magazine section, which 
had been printed earlier in the week, 
and a four-page comic section. The 
newspapers gradually are filling up 
their stereotyping departments’ with 
nonunion men and the publishers assert 
they will be in good shape by Monday 
or Tuesday. About the same condition 
prevails in the pressrooms. 

The afternoon papers today got out 
only one edition, each limited to four 
pages, carrying no advertising. The 
Saturday morning papers also were of 
four pages. 

Rigting continued all through the 
late afternoon and early evening 2n 
all corners where an attempt was 
made to sell the afternoon and Sun- 
day newspapers. A conservative 
estimate is that 100 persons were ar- 
rested. 

Scores of independent 
and news dealers were badly beaten 
and several are in hospitals. Papers 
were torn from the hands of persons 
who tried to read them on the 
streets, 

The newspapers arranged a com- 
bined delivery and at least three or 
four wagons were overturned tonight 
by strikers and strike sympathizers 
and their contents destroyed.

They Appear as True Soldiers, 
Only the Women Just Would 
Not Dress Alike. 
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NEW YORK, May 4.—In a harle- 
quin-uniformed parade which un- 


folded its entire be-ribboned length 
along Fifth avenue under a lil ie 
covered sky mottled with clouds 4s 
soft as white mull, woman suffrayg- 
ists marched today in one of the 
most significant “aemonstrations ever 
attempted by them in this country. 
In numbers it aproached, but prob- 
ably. did not surpass the estimate of 
15,000 made by its organizers. it 
took two hours to pass a given 
point. : 

It started on tim&—5 p. m.—ar- 
rived in fair time, and kept much 
better step over its :course from 
Washington Square to Fifty-Seventh 
street and Seventh avenue—about 
four miles—than even the most san- 
guine of the skirted marshals ex- 
pected. 

Woman came forth today true to 
her word, when she promised to 
walk, in flutter of determination.

Imagine a woman, even a 
sometime voter, deliberately electing 
to wear a hat and a gown just like 
her sisters.

Noted Breathitt Leader Rushed 
to Nearby Hospital While 
Son Leads Posse.

Ex-Sherift Predicted Death 
This Manner and Tried to 
Be Prepared.

CROCK BHTTSVILLE, Ky., 


Shot through the body with eight steel 
bullets, Ed.Callahan, former Sheriff and 
noted Breathitt County fuedist, was 
rushed to a hospital at Buckhorn to- 
night with scarcely a chance for his 
life, while his 20-year-old son, at the 
head of a posse with bloodbounds 
rushed from Lexington en a _ special 
train, trailed Callahan's assassins in the 
mountains near here. 

The hospital at Buckhorn is a 
small, missionary institution in 
Knott County, in the mountains 20 
miles back from Jacksonville and five 
miles from Crockettsville. Three 
Lexington physicians went to Buck- 
horn to attend the wounded feudist. 
He was shot through the lungs and 
one knee was shattered.* The assas- 


sins saw Callahan’s light. shirt 
through the window of the store. 
News of his condition did not get out 
tonight, as courier service stops with 
darkness and there are no wires. 

Callahan was shot today as he stood 
in his general store, almost in the same 
spot where he was shot two years ago. 
For more than a year he had been ex- 
pecting to be attacked in this way, and 
he exercised every precaution in the 
hoge that his enemies might not catch 
him unawares. The assassins today 
hid in the mountain opposite the Calla- 
han store, having waited until they 
could get the feud leader without giv- 
ing him a chance. Those who shot him 
two years ago, when he stood on the 
steps of his store, hid in the same place. 

Callahan had built an eight-foot 
stockade around his tame and store 
and had a bodyguard, but they were 
unavailing today. 

Tried to Quit Feud Business, 

A year ago Callahan was preparing 
to leave Breathitt County for a new 
country where he could have peace. But 
when he had arranged to depart the ole 
feud that had raged around his family, 
the Hargises, the Deatons and 
Whites cropped out again, and Calla- 
han decided to stay. 

Following the killing of Judge James 
Hargis by his son, Beach, Callahan es- 
sayed to quit thé feud business. He had 
been Hargis’ lieutenant and was ex- 
pected to take up the leadership, but 
he retired to Crockettsville, a mountain 
hamlet on Long Creek, where he owned 

“@ general store, withdrew from politics 
as much as a Kentuckian could, and let 
{it be understood that he was not look- 
ing for trouble. But trouble was look- 
ing for him. 

There were the Deatons, for instance. 
Jim Deaton died suddenly on Long 
Creek after an ostensible misunder- 
standing with some of Callahan's men 
about logging privileges. Deaton, for 
some reason or other, was distasteful to 
Hargit, and there was a general im- 
presssion that the logging dispute was 
a convenient pretext. 

From time to time men have been 
killed and wounded. Several attempts 
have been made to assassinate Calla- 
han. Once there was a pitched battle 
at Callahan's store between the Dea- 
tons, headed by Willie, and Callahan at 
the head of a party of his friends. 
Several were wounded and a Deaton 
mule was killed. The Deatons might 
have overlooked the wounds of the men, 
but they affected to be greatly ag- 
gtieved by the death of the mule, They 
demanded reparation which Callahan 
considered out of proportion to the 
value of the mule, ‘and refused settle- 
ment, and relations were worse strained 
than ever. 

Factions Signed a Truce. 

When it came time for Callahan to 
go to Jackson to stand trial he took 
mo chances. He had the Sheriff 
swear in 20 deputies to protect him. 
When he entered the town under 
that kind of an escort the Smith- 
Deatons looked upon it as a chal- 
lenge and they rallied their forces 
and there was a siege with the Cal- 
Jahans barricaded in the Hargis 
store and the Smith-Deatons in the 
courthouse. 

Such pressure was brought to bear 
by leading men of Jackson that Cal- 
leahan and Govan Smith consented to 
meet and sign a truce, which re- 
lieved the tension, and the members 
of the two factions dispersed to their 
~ homea. 

Like Judge Hargis, Callahan was 
not accused of having done any kill- 
ing@\himself. He was indicted with 
Jue Hargis, however, for conspir- 
ing to have James Cockrill and 
James Marcum killed. Both were ac- 
qguitted. Mrs. Marcum got an $8000 
verdict against Hargis and Callahan 
jointly for the death of her husband.

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| ASTOR BURIED IN 
HIS MOTHER'S TOMB 
ON HUDSON BANK 


Crowd Outside Trinity Cemetery 
When Body Is Interred at 
Picturesque Spot. 
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NEW YORK, May 4.—Funeral ser- 
vices over the body of Col. John Jacob 
Astor were held at noon in the Epis- 
copal Church of the Messiah, at Rhine- 
beck on the Hudson. Five hours later 
Col. Astor’s body was entombed beside 
that of his mother at the Astor Mauso- 
leum, in that section of Trinity Ceme- 
tery overlooking the Hudson River at 
Riverside Drive and 125th street. 

Enormous crowds’ gathered outside 
Trinity Cemetery and police lines had 
to be thrown out to hold the people in 
check, but there was no disorder. 

With bared heads the crowd stood at 
respectful attention on the arrival of 
the funeral cortege, comprising only 
members of Col. Astor’s immediate 
family and the distinguished pall bear- 
ers. 

As the oaken casket, covered com- 
pletely by a blanket of purple orchids, 
was lifted from the hearse and carried 
to the tomb crowds standing in the dis- 
tance quietly watched the last cere- 
monies. 

The funeral services at Rhinebeck oc- 
cupied less than one hour. The little 
church, partially endowed by Col. Astor 
and of which he was warden for sixteen 
years, housed 450 mourners. Fully half 
of these were men distinguished in fi- 
nance, law and all manner of big enter- 
prises. They were conveyed from this 
city by special train, arriving at Rhine- 
beck at 11:30 o’clock. 

The other mourners were mostly old 
residents of Rhinebeck—farmers and 
village tradesmen, who had known 
“Master Jack,” as they called Col, 
Astor, since as a small boy he played 
about the Fern Cliffe estate, near 
Rhinebeck. 

Early this morning Col. Astor’s 
widow, Mrs. Madeline Force Astor, took 
her leave of the body while it reposed 
in the reception room of Fern Cliffe, 
surrounded by the choicest flowers 
gathered from the estate’s big summer 
houses. 

Vincent Astor, the Colonel’s son; Mrs. 
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bers Of the Chanler and Armstrong 
families, viewed the body before the 
tolling of the bel] on the village church 
summoned the cortege. 

Upon the arrival of the special train 
at Rhinebeck the pallbearers were an- 
nounced. They were: Lispenard 
Stewart, Edward A. Wickes, Charles F. 
Hoffman, Stuyvesant Fish. Peter Coop- 
er Hewitt, Richard Delafield, Dr. 
John F. Goodell, and Dr. Ernest N. 
Miller. The last two represented the 
vestry of Col. Astor’s Rhinebeck church. 
The honorary bearers were wait- 
ing at the church door when the 
cortege appeared. Mrs, Madelfneé 
Force Astor, leaning heavily on the 
arm of Vincent Astor, alighted from 
the first coach and entered by a door 
leading from the chapel. They took 
their places in the first row of pews 
beside little Miss Muriel Astor, the 
Colonel’s daughter by his first wife, 
Mrs. Ava Willing Astor. Miss Muriel 
was with her governess. She was 
taken from this city to Rhinebeck in 
the special train, in charge of Mr. 
and Mrs. Theodore Douglas Robin- 
son. Mrs. Ava Willing Astor did not 
attend the funeral services. 

The honorary pall bearers preced- 
ed the casket as it was carried into 
the church.

His time was 2 hours, 36 
minutes, 30 seconds. 

Joe Forshaw, M. A. C., who won 
the race in 1905, was second with 
a record of 2 hours, 37 minutes, 32 
seconds. Sidney Hatch, of Chicago, 
running unattached, winner of the 1911 
contest, was third. His time was 2 
hours, 38 minutes, 12 seconds. 


Others who finished in rapid succes- 
sion were: J. Kaysing, C. Y. M. C. 
2:46:44, W. J. Kennedy, M. A. C., 3:04:41; 
Henry Levinson, Hibernian A. C. 
3:08:10; John Forshaw, M. A. C., 3:09:30;

PLANS MADE FOR ROAD | MOVING TO PENNSYLVANIA| 


ACROSS CONTINENT 


A most important step in the move- 
ment to construct a great national high- 
way across the American continent was 
taken last week when the National Old 
Trails Ocean to Ocean Highway Asso- 
ciation was formally launched at an en- 
thusiastic convention held in Kansas 
City at which many delegates were in 
attendance from the States through 
which it is planned the highway wil 
pass. | 

The route will include almost every 
city of importance from New York to 
San Francisco, every mile of which has 
been charted by the pathfinders of 
the Touring Club of America, who made 
a 9000-mile circuitous tour of the United 
States under the auspices of the Office 
of Public Roads, Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington, D. C. 

Starting from New York the highway 
will go westward through Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Washington, Wheeling, Co- 
lumbus, Indianapolis, Terre Haute, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Emporia, La Junta, 
Albuquerque, Phoenix, San Diego, Los 
Angeles to San Francisco. 

At the Kansas City convention plans 
were -formulated for the maxing ana 
marking of a permanent transconti- 
nental highway following as near as 
practicable the routes known as the 
Cumberland Pike, the Boon’s. Lick 
Road, the Santa Fe Trail and the Traits 
to Sunset. This route fiot only includea 
most of the important sight-seeing re- 
gions, but also keeps to historic paths, 
forming the most remarkable scenio 
highways ever opened to the motor 
tourist. 

The route which was griginally chart- 
ered by the Touring Club follows the 
Braddock Road, the Cumberland Pike 
and the National Highway through 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Columbus and Indianapolis to St. Louis. 
From St. Louis it follows the State 
Highway through Columbia and then 
goes through to Santa Fe, N. M., by 
the Boon's Lick Road and the Santa Fe 
Trail; from there it follows the line of 
march of Gen, Kearney’s army into 
Columbus, passing through the wonders 
of the Southwest, the Indian Pueblos 
and the Grand Canyon.

Thomas E. Mulvihill, an attorney, for- 
mer Excise Commissioner, said yester- 
day that he had been employed by 
property-owners living in the vicinity of 
certain lid ‘clubs, to use every legal 
means for their suppression.

President Wants Result of In- 
quiry Into Judge’s Conduct 
Thoroughly Sifted. 





ACCUSATIONS SENSATIONAL 


It Is Generally Believed That 
Impeachment Proceedings 
Will Be Begun. 





WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—Attor- 
ney-General Wickersham today turned 
over to the House Committee on the 
Judiciary the results of the investiga- 
tion by the Department of Justice of 


the charges of improper conduct pre- 
ferred against Judge Robert W. Arch- 
baid of the United States Commerce 
Court, 

The findings of the special ge of 
the Department of Justice are of*such 
a serious and sensational nature that 
President Taft today advised Speaker 
Clark that he believed they should not 
be made public until they have been 
sifted thoroughly and until the com- 
mittee decides whether or not public 
welfare necessitates publicity. 

Asked for Full Report. 

On April 2 Representative Norris oP 
Nebraska, introduced a resolution ask- 
ing that the full charges against Judge 
Archbald and the results of the investi- 
gation of the Department of Justice be 
turned over to the House. 

It was in reply to this resolution that 
President Taft today wrote to Speaker 
Clark and made the peculiar request 
that the papers, temporarily, at least, 
should not be turned over to the House, 
but should be kept secret bythe -Judi- 
ciliary Committee. 

President Taft’s 
Clark reads in part: 

“The Attorney General has made a 
careful investigation of the charges, 
and as a result of that investigation has 
advised me that, in his opinion, the 
papers should be transmitted to the 
committee on the judiciary of the 
House, to be used by them as a basis 
for an investigation into the facts in- 
volved in the charges. I have, there- 
fore, directed him to transmit all the 
papers to the committee on the judic- 
lary; but, in my opinion, and I think it 
will prove in the opinion of the commit- 
tee, it is not compatible with the public 
interests to lay all these papers be- 
fore the House of Representatives untn 
the committee of the judiciary shal) 
have sifted them out and determined 
the extent to which they deem it es- 
sential to the thoroughness of their in- 
vestigation not to make the same pub- 
lic at the present time. But all of the 
papers are in the hands of the com- 
mittee, and, therefore, within the con- 
trol of the House.”’ 

To Make Careful Report. 

Chairman Clayton of the Judiciary 
Committee announced that his committee 
will examine the report from the De- 
partment of Justice at a special execu- 
tive session next Tuesday, and until 
that time, at least, no publicity will be 
given to the charge or the findings of 
»the investigators. 

It is the opinion of those members of 
the committee who were willing to dis- 
cuss the case today that the papers un- 
doubtedly contain data that will result 
in impeachment proceedings being 
brought against the accused Judge. 
Members pointed out that the Presi- 
dent would have made no such request 
as he did.uniess the matters contained 
in the investigators’ report were of a 
sensational nature.

He Was Hit by a Train While on 
the Missouri Pacific 


Tracks. 


The Rev. A. V. Nicolas, pastor of St. 
Bernard’s Catholic Church, identified 
the body of the man killed by a Mis- 
souri Pacific train under the Grand 
avenue viaduct yesterday afternoon 
as that of Albert Aiple, a _ retired 
Rock Springs dairyman. 

Attention of the priest was directed 
to Aiple’s*absence from his home by 
his children. He left home before 
noon, saying that he was going to a 
dentist. When he did not return in 
the evening the advice of the priest 
was._sought. Police informed Father 
Nicolas of the death of a man under 
the viaduct, and he went to the 
morgue and recognized the body. 

Engineer George Groth, whose train 
ran Aiple down, declared he saw two 
men on the tracks. One, he said, 
jumped off and was soon followed by 
the other man, The latter, he said, 
seemed excited, however, and jumped 
back upon the track again. Aiple was 
76 years old and is reputed to be 
wealthy. He lived at 3761 Market 
street.

BOND SALE URGED 


Mayor in Special Bridge Message 
to Advise Assembly to Catch 
a Good Market. 
FAVORED 


OCTOBER IS 





Wants an Early Special Election 
to Avoid Big Campaign 
Depréssion. 





A special message will be sent to the 
Municipal Assembly by Mayor Kreis- 


mann this week explaining to the mem- 
bers that, unless an East Side approach 
to the Free Bridge is soon adopted, it 
will be impossible to hold a special elec- 
tion for a bond issue and place the 
bonds on the market at the best time of 
the year for their sale, according to an 
announcement of the Mayor yesterday. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he thought the best months to sell 
bonds are October, November and Janu- 
ary. The national election in November 
will have a depressing effect on the 
money market, especially if Theodore 
Roosevelt or a Democrat is elected to 
the presidency, in the Mayor's opinion. 
He declares that to dispose of the bonds 
to the best advantage they should be 
listed for sale in October, before the 
market “tightens up.”’ 

The necessity for a special message 
was suggested to the Mayor by his 
chief clerk, Horace Beedle. It was ex- 
plained by Beedle that a registration 
and revision of voters must be made be- 
fore the election. He said that the only 
available time for the bond-issue elec- 
tion, so that the bonds can reach the 
inarket in October, will be in the 
second week in August following the 
State primary elections. 

Table of Dates and Figures, 

The present registration expires Sept. 
10, according to Beedle, and could 
not be used at an election held 
in September. It will be impossible, he 
said, to authorize a valid special elec- 
tion before that time under the present 
bridge situation, unless a registration 
and revision is made in connection with 
the revision for the State primaries. 
This could be done for an election in 
the second week in August. 

The Mayor immediately instructed 
Beedle to tabulate dates and figures ex- 
Plaining these points so that he can 
prepare a special message to the As- 
sembly. 

It is customary for the Municipal As- 
sembly to adjourn July 1 for the sum- 
mer vacation. In his special message 
Mayor Kreismann will urge the Assem- 
bly not to adjourn until an East Side 
approach is selected and a special bone 
election authorized. I.ast year the Aa- 
sembly did not take a vacation but con- 
tinued its sessions throughout the sum- 
mer in an effort to select an East 
Side approach. 

A meeting of the Joint Free Bridge 
Committee was held last night in the 
House of Delegates chamber to out- 
line a formal report on the approach 
question.

power had gone somewhat far afield from 

the traditions of the American army, 

when it formed an alliance expressed in 

uniforms with Mohammedans and sans- 
sulottes, or trouserless men. 

The War Department has just issued a 
solored plate, reproduced upon this page, 
which illustrates the fantastic garb now 
authorized for the Philippine Constabulary. 
It shows that Uncle Sam, adopting some 
of the tact of the English Government, 
has made concessions to the religion of the 
Moros by permitting them to retain the 
fez, the badge of Islam, and to the tribal 
“prejudices of the Ifugaos by allowing 

tem to serve without pantaloons or shoes. 
uch of England’s success as a world 
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power has been due to the diplomacy with 
whié® she has compromised with the racial 
and religious customs of her subject peo- 
ples. In her army are Highlanders in 
kilts, Sikhs and Ghurkis in Indian dress, 
Soudanese troops in native costume and 
Egyptian soldiers in the garb of the desert. 
By the new uniforms decreed for the Phil- 
ippine. Constabulary it is shown that the 
United States has found it expedient to 
enter upon the same politic recognition of 
the customs of its dependent races that 
characterizes European colonial nations. 

The most picturesque example of the 
new policy is the uniform of a sergeant of 
the Ifugao field service. This officer wears 
the soft hat. khaki coat and cartridge belt 
of the United States army. But civiliza- 
tion ends and barbarism at 
waist. His native antipathy to trousers 
is sanctioned, as well as his hatred of shoes, 
fo® the only dress worn upon his legs is 
a bracelet below the knee, while the feet 
are naked. From his hips depends a parti- 
colored bustle with dangling streamers of 
beads; while in front hangs a sort of 
briguette, also decorated with beads. 

The uniform of a sergeant of a Moro gar- 
rison is also a queer hodgepodge. His 
headdress is a red Turkish fez, a conces- 
sion to the religion of his tribe. His 
coat and trousers, of khaki, are cut on the 
United States army model. Beneath his 
knees are wound English Pa of cloth.

The basis of this weird figure is a pair of 
big, brown, naked feet.. The officers of the 
Moro mess, although white men and pre- 
sumably Christians, must also wear the 
Mohammedan fez. 

Some of the other uniforms, although 
more conventional, display novelties, such 
as the English cork helmet, which ‘dis: 
places the slouch campaign hat, and the 
British puttees of leather or cloth, which 
supplant leggins. The red piping on most 
of the uniforms is the insignia of the Con- 
stabulary. 

Capt. W. H. Wilson, quartermaster of 
the United States Army, stationed in St. 
Louis, who served two years in the Phil- 
ippines, said that the new uniforms are a 
recognition of the fact that ‘“Unele Sam 
has to play to the race prejudices of the 
Filipinos.’’ | 

‘Most of the natives won’t wear shoes 
or trousers,’’ he said. ‘‘I commanded two 
native companies in the Philippines. The 
men would wear ‘shoes inside the towns, 
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but as soon as they got outside they would 
take them off. 

‘‘They refused to wear trousers because 
they said they wanted to have their legs 
free. The only time they would wear shoes 


on the trail was when they feared they 


might step into pitfalls and run three or 
four bamboo spines through their feet. 
But they didn’t care what they wore above 
the waist. I guess we're lucky to get 
them into any uniform at all.”’ 

Major F. R. Lang, chief recruiting of- 
ficer in St. Louis, who served six years in 
the Philippines, was greatly interested by 
the new uniforms. The bustle and loin 
cloth of the Ifugao field sergeant are tribal 
styles in dress, he said, and were incor- 
porated in the uniform ‘‘out of respect to 
racial customs.’’ 

‘‘The fez and the trouserless and shoeless 
uniforms were adopted as concessions to 
tribal and religious prejudices,’’ said Major 
Lang. ‘‘They were probably recommended

It is true that the Philippine Constabu- 
lary is technically separate from the 
United States army. But the force is com- 
manded by Major H. H. Bandholtz of the 
American-army, who holds the provisional 
rank of Brigadier-General, and by four as- 
sistant chiefs, who are captains in the 
United States army, and rank as colonels 
in the Constabulary. The recommendations 
upon which the new uniforms were based 
were made by these army officers to the 
Philippine Commission, the members of 
which are appointed by the President. 

The designs for the uniforms were pub- 
lished by the War Department at Wash- 
ington. So that actually, though not 
nominally, the Constabulary may be con- 
sidered as a part of the United States army. 
There is the added distinetion that Canada, 
Pennsylvania and Texas are self-governing 
states, whereas the Philippines is a de- 
pendency, governed arbitrarily by the 
United States through the arm of the War 
Department. 

The ‘‘new model”’ of the American army 


on European standards is proceeding apace 
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since the United States gained tributary, 
possessions, and may be seen nearer home 
theft the Philippines. A significant change 
AS the mandatory order that after July I 
of this year all commissioned oficers shall, 
in the discretion of the Commanding Of- 
ficer, be put into official military evening 
dress. Hitherto the officers have been pet- 
mitted to garb themselves in civilian full 
dress when attending social funetions. 

. But after July. 1 evening entertainments 
attended by officers may be enlivened by 
the unaccustomed spectacle of guests ia 
blue swallowtail coats and blue trousers, 
decorated: with aiguillettes and braid of 
gold, and by such ribbons und medals ag 
the wearer possesses. They may wear 
either a blue or white waisteoat. With 
these unusual trappings will go the con- 
ventional white dress shirt and tie, and 
patent leather pumps.

The perilous tale, as related by Stead, was 
probably in gist as follows, the account being 
taken from the English edition of Pearson's Mag- 
azine for August, 1909. 

About 1600 years before Christ, a priestess of 
the College of Amen-Ra lived and died in the 
mighty city of Thebes. Possibly she was a 
she appears at least to have 
been of high renk, but of her name and life- 
history nothing is known. No doubt her body 
was embalmed with all the care that the Egypt- 
fans, particularly the priests, bestowed upon this 
work, an essential part of their religion. The 
mummy was enclosed in its wooden shel] and 
placed in the appointed burial place of the 
priests and priestesses of the College. 

Probably the burial place was carefully hid- 
Cen, for the object of embalming was that ‘the 
body should remain preserved for the use of 
its owner on her return from the under-world: 
and the body of the priestess lay in peace through 
the centuries, until at last it was disturbed by 
a roving band of Arabs. This was about 60 
years ago, and in some way the mummy was 


separated from its case, and disappeared. 


About the middle of the ‘sixties, a party of 
five friends went in a dahabia for a trip up the 
Nile. They went to Luxor, on their way to the 
Second Caratact, and there explored Thebes, with 





its temple to Amen-Ra, unequalled on earth for 


ite ruined magnificence.

D., who, hovever, agreed to draw lots for pos- 
session cf the ticasure; and the case passed to 
a friend. who may be called Mr. W, 

Almost immediately, it was recalled after- 
ward with awe, the vengeance of the ancient 
priestess began to display itself. It was as if 
she were hovering, a. gloomy and implacable 
Nemesis, above them, armed with power to strike 
them even in their financial affairs in far dis- 
tant London. On the return trip one of the members 
of the party was shot accidentally in the arm 
by his servant, through a gun exploding with- 
out visible cause. The arm had to be amputated. 
Another died in poverty within a year. A third 
was shot. The owner of the mummy case found 
on reaching Cairo, that he had lost a large par‘ 
of his fortune, and died scon afterwards. 

If the inferences of the tale are to be believed. 
the spirit of the priestess, with unappeasable 
wrath, did not halt at the confines of Egypt, but 
pursued the despoilers of her wooden shroud 
even to Great Britain. When the case arrived 
in England, it was given by its owner, Mr. W., 
to a married sister living in London. At once 
large financial losses were suffered. 

One day the famous theosophist, Mme. Blav- 
atsky, entered the room in which the case ha‘ 
been placed. She soon declared there was a 
malignart influence in the room. On finding the 
cover, she begged her hostess to send it away, 
declaring it to be a thing of the utmost danger. 
The o-vner, however, laugheg at this idea as a 
foo''sh superstition, 

Presently she eent the case to a well-known 
photographer in Baker Street. Within a week 
he called upon her in great excitement, to say 
thet although he had photorraphed the face 
with the g-eatest care, aud could guarantee that

begged her to part with it; and she sent it to 
the British Museum. The carrier who took it 
died within a week, and the man w2.io assisted 
him met a serious accident. 

This is the history as it was verified by the 
late B. Fletcher Robinson, who for three months 
was at pains to gather the tangled threads of 
the evidence, and who declared that every one 
of ‘the fatalities was authentic. He himself 


seems to have thought that vhen the mummy’ 


case arrived at the Museum, the anger of the 
spectral priestess would at last be appeased, for 
he wrote: 

“Perhaps it is that the priestess only used 
her powers against those who b ought her irto 
the light of day, and kept her as an ornament 
in a private room; but that now, standing among 
queens and princesses of equal ran’, she no 
longer makes use of the malign powers whi) 
she possesses.”

brief illuess. And now, as the iatest lins In 
the chain of disasters intimately connected with 
the painted mummy case, comes the tragic death 
of W'Jiam T. Stead, at the height of his powers 
and fame, soon after he had ventured to relate 
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the sinister story of the Theban priestess. 


The Egyptian’s religious faith in the resur- 
rection of both the soul and tke body, which 
students hold is embodied in the Apostles’ 
creed, made the rifling cf a tomb the most in- 
fernal of impieties. It was held that if the soul 
returned from its journey to the under-world 
and was unable to find its body, it would be 
compelled to wander for eternity, unhoused, for- 
lorn and accursed. Hence the art to which the 
Nile dwellers brought the art of embalming, by 
which ‘bodies have been preserved even until 
today; hence the enormous labors of the Pyra- 
mids, the tombs of Egyptian kings, whose bulk 
Fas defied time and whose cunningly intricate 
passages, concealing the royal _ sarcophagi, 
until recently the curiosity of man; 
hence the frightful imprecations written upon 
the mummy cases against irreverent hands 
which would. molest them. 


The mummy case in the British Museum is 
not the first Egyptian relic which has been 
credited with malign powers. Two such cases 
are related in the autobiography of the late 
Lieut.-General the Right Honorable Sir William 
F. Butler, Grang Commander of the Bath, which 
was published last year by Constable & Co., Ltd., 
of London. 

The author told of meeting a number of news- 
paper correspondents during the campaign to 
relieve Gordon at Khartoum. One of these, he 
related, was “one of the most dauntless mortals 
I ever met in life. The story of his end is so 
strange that I must tell it here.” 

“I first met him in California in 1873,” Sir 
William continued, “on my way from British 
Columbia to the West Coast of Africa. We next 


‘met at the Cataract of Dal, where I found him 


attempting to work up the Nile in a tiny steam 
launch which held himself, a stoker and one 
other person. He was wrecked shortly after, but 
got up with the Naval Brigade, made the desert 
march and was present witb Lord Charles 
Beresford in his action at Wad Habeshi above 
Metemmeh. 

“On his way up the Nile he had indulged in 
the then, and now, fashionable tourist pursuit 
of tomb-rifling and mummy-lifting; and he had 
become possessed of a really first-class mummy, 
which, still wrapped in its cere-cloths, had been 
duly packed and sent to England. 

“When the Nile expedition closed, he went 
to Somaliland and, somewhere in the foothills of 
Abyssinia, was finally killed by an elephant, and 
was buried on a small island in a river flowing 
from Abyssinia southwards. The mummy got 
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at Luxor eventually reached London. The cor- 
respondent’s friends, anxious to get their 
brother’s remaing to England, sent out a man 
wit? orders to proceed to the spot where he had 


been buried and bring the remains home. 
“This man reached the river, together with 


the Somali hunters who had accompanied the 
Receased on the hunting expedition the previous 


year, but no trare could be found of the little 
island on which the grave was made; a great 
flood had destended from the Abyssinian moun- 
tains and the torrent had swept the island be- 
fore. it, leaving no tiace of grave or island. 

“Now comes the moral. Themummy was in 
due time unwound in London, and the experts 
in Egyptology set to work to decipher the writ- 
ings on the wrappings. Truly were they spirit 
rappings! There, in characters about which 
there was no cavilling on the part of the ex- 
perts, was written a varied series of curses 
upon the Man who would attempt to disturb the 
long repose of the mummified dead. 

“*May he,’ ren the invocations, ‘be abandoned 
by the gods. May wild beasts destroy his life 
on earth, and after his death mov the floods of 
the avenging rivers root up his bones, and scat- 
ter his dust to the winds of heaven.’” 

“The only other verification of the curse of 
a mummy that I have met with is still more

“Had he waited another dozen years or 80,” 
Sir Williams Butler concluded, “he might 
ha’s have omitted that final sentence.”

yy HOUGH the Gould family 

a ) has partially retired from 
&% v5 its dominating influence 
Over great railroad prop- 
erties centering at St. 
Louis, the ghost of Jay 
Gould, the Wizard, hovers 
yet over the city, pointing 
a long, thin finger of sar- 
donic scorn at the Missis- 
Sippi Valley metropolis, 
which for more than thir- 
ty years has permitted a 
bridge monopoly to im- 
pair its industrial and commercial activities. If 
ghosts can be jovial, Jay Gould's must fee] in- 
clined to hilarity when It harks back to the huge 
joke he played at the expense of the city’s pros- 
perity three decades ago. : 

Just now, when the population of the city is 
looking and longing for the location and comple- 
tion of approaches to the Municipal Free Bridge, 
to the end that business be permitted to enjoy 
its first free breaths, the Gould ghost. standing, 
let us say, upon the middle span of the Bads 
Bridge and looking up and down the river, has 
the right to chuckle, even to chortle. 

Underneath the feet of the apparition is the 
Eads Bridge, still, as in Gould's lifetime, “the 
bridge arbitrary.” To the north the Merchants’ 
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Upper Picture—Culvert Under Right of 
Way in Elsah, 

Lower Picture—Trees That Have Grown Up 
at Tunnel’s Mouth. 


$1,350,000 to make his moves upon the chessboara 
of local commerce, no doubt the Wizard came out 
more than even, for the original Gould had that 
way about him. 

Probably you never heard of Elsah. It is a 
dreamy hamlet. Frederick O. Sylvester, St. Louis 
painter and poet, limner and singer of the Mis- 
sissippi, selected it as the seat of his summer stu- 
dio because it is the dreamiest, most sequestered 
village along the river—just the place to poetize 
and paint. 


But time was when Elsah had large longings 
for the world’s notice. Elsah was ambitious. El- 
sah hoped and expected to become herself a near- 
metropolis. Elsah got busy, once. She was busy 
for a year, and then suddenly subsided back into 
somnolence and the dolce far niente of dreams. 

It was Jay Gould who woke up Elsah for a 
spell. The hamlet lies a few miles above Alton, 
where the limestone bluffs come together, in a 
notch between the hills. It was already an old 
settlement in 1880, when Jay Gould got busy

ELSAH’S “BUBBLE” THAT BURST. 


HE St. Louis, Jerseyville & Springfield Railroad, a Jay Gould line which was built, but 
never operated, cost approximately $1,350,000. 

Morris R. Lock, now of Abilene, Tex., Says the original estimated cost of the work 
was $1,000,000, but that $350,000 extra was expended because of the adverse conditions as to 
weather and prices of material and the extraordinary haste which was exercised. 

The only part of the road which has been used for railroad work is a few miles of the 
track between Grafton and Elsah, now used by the Bluff Line. 


The only part of the work which could not be obliterated is the tunnel through 400 feet of 
solid limestone at Elsah, Ill., which remains as the sole monument to Jay Gould’s successful 
strategic campaign to control railroad entrance into St. Louis from the East.

_ To the south looms that amazingly amusing

® the solid rock. The tunnel was cut by Jay Gould. 
1 * was cut as a part of a plan to control the 
tion situation at St. Louis, to check- 
mate the Eads Bridge. And it succeeded. 
~ The success lay in Jay Gould's playing the game 
‘Simultaneously at Elsah and in Wall street, so 
‘that for a time he became the bridge arbitrary 
of St. Louis; and, though it cost him a matter of 
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there. For generations the fathers of the com- 
munity had been gathered to its grandfathers in 


the little cemetery above the biuff. 


Then, one day, quiescent Elsah was startled. 
Along came noise and bustle and _ excitement. 
Ancient Elsahites pricked up their ears. Men and 
mules, machinery and material arrived and be- 
gan to bore a hole 30 feet in diameter through that 
bluff. There was clamor enough almost to dis- 
turb the dead sleeping on the hill al ove. 

Jay Gould’s workers’ had begun to bore the 
tunnel. Elsah, it is related by the old inhabi- 
tants, became a lively place. It became more than 
that—a wicred village. With a thousand tunnel- 
ers and railroad workers quartered “in its midst,” 
What else could be expected? Not even a com- 
bined poet and painter could expect anything else. 
Shack saloons were opened, dance halls began to 
flourish, eating and lodging houses burgeoned 
from the bluegrass, and Elsah lost for the time 
being her pastore] charm. . 

Go to Elsah today. You will find no noise, no 
bustle, no excitemert. Al! again is calm. Elsah 
Sits serene between her bluffs, restored to her 
ancient solitude and seque tration. But—there 
is that hole in the bluff belowtthe graveyard. 

The hole is ali that remains to testify to the 
story of Jay Gould's s:-althy operations toward

enriching himself at the expense of St. Louis and 
the Eads Bridge stockholders. That hole runs 
400 feet through the limestone to the other 
side. Occasionally a cow strays from an Elsah 
barn lot and gets lost in the tunnel. Boys go 
in and recover the bovine, enjoying the.adven- 
ture. The tunnel has no other uses and never has 
had. 2 

It is hardly proper to allude to a hole in a bluff 
as a monument, but we may call it that for the 
sake of saying that the Elsah tunnel is the sole 
monument to Jay Gould’s operations in that lit- 
tle valley and beyond, which led him straight as 
an arrow to complete control of railroad eatiance 
to St. Louis from the East. 

Gould was determined to get control of the Wa- 
bash Railroad and run his trains over Eads 
Bridge. As a matter of course, taere was strong, 
not to say violent, opposition from the rest of 
the railroad world. Gould thrived on opposition. 

In those days railroads, so to speak, had a 
cheerful habit of cutting each other’s throats with 
concealed knives. Jay.Gould, as a railroad build- 
er and acquirer, was a master strategist, a com- 
manding general, who studied his battle plan to 
the utmost detail and fooled the enemy when 
he could. 

He made up his mind to play a game of bluff, 
and the limestone bluffs at Elsah came in handy. 
He proposed to make a feint, even if it should 
cost him a million to test the wisdom of his strat- 
egy. . 

In November, 1879, the Wizard began drafting 
his plans, securing rights-of-way, soliciting bo- 
nuses from ambitious towns and cities, not to 
speak of other villages like Eisah, and raising 
money from landowners who would be benefited 
by the new road. 

In July, 1880, construction was begun. By the 
next January the 100 ,iles between Elsah and 
Springfield were compicted, the builders working 
in night and day shifts. From September to Jan- 
uary rains fell almost continually. It was the 
wettest fall season remembered by Elsah’s oldest 
inhabitant. Thousands of men and mules worked 
in the rain, by torchlight when necessary, grad- 
ing, laying t'es and rails and hauling material. 

Gould made his feint at Elsah and beyond. His 
scheme was to build a bridge across the Missis- 
sippi from that point, and he cut the tunnel as 
an approach to the contemplated span. 

Gotld’s plan embraced a railroad line, which he 


named the St. Louis, Jerseyville & Springfield, to 
run along the Mississippi from Giafton to bisau 
and inland by way of Jerseyville to springfieid 
With the completion of the bridge, the line was 
to extend to Franklin, Mo. 

The force wor! ed with the feverish haste of an 
army preparing for a campaizn. The section of 
the line from Eisah, to Springfield was to be 
completed by. Jan. 1 to preserve the bonuses, and 
by that date a construction tiain could run along 
the line without pressirg the track into the mire, 
as had been the case earlier during the construc- 
tion work.

guerite Steinheil’s autobi- 
ography, “My Memoirs,” is 
the latest book of Parisian 
confessions. Though more 
than two years have 
elapsed since she was ac- 
quitted by a jury, the 
story of the Steinheil af- 
fair still ranks with the 
Dreyfus episode in inter- 
national interest. 

Mme. Steinheil, now living in retirement in 
England with her daughter, Marthe, has written 
in detai] the story of her life, the book being 
not only an autobiography, but an effort to prove 
herself innocent of the double murder with which 
public opinion still accuses her, and to rehabilitate 
°rself in popular esteem. 

‘at is scarcely to be expected that Mme. Stein- 
heil should lay bare the intimate secrets of her 
life, though in this book she makes certain ad- 
missions which a woman of lifelong discretion 
could have no occasion to write.- One of these ad- 
missions is of her friendship with Felix Faure, 
President of France. 

T. P. O’Connor, the famous Irish journalist, in 
an analysis of Mme. Steinhci] called her ‘‘a shame- 
less liar.’”’ Prior to and at her trial she told va- 
riously conflicting stories, but she pleaded the 
terrible French “third degree” in extenuation. In 
her book of memoirs she reviews all these ver- 
sions of the case which she gave to detectives, 
magistrates and reporters, in an effort to justify 
herself.

“I had a painful impression when I entered the 
house—my home,” she writes. “The hall was 
very dusty; there was no carpet, and notcing was 
ready for the arrival of a young wife. | asked 
the way to my bedroom, and burst into tears.’ 

But the beautiful young Mme. Steinheil not long 
afterward turned the house upside down and re- 
molded it nearer to her heart’s desire. She got 
rid of Steinheil’s maiden sister, whom she dis- 
liked because the lady was old-fashioned, like tne 
furniture, by marrying her off. Also she got rid 
of the old-fashioned furniture by presenting it 
to the matured bride as wedding yzifts. 

“I soon became acquainted with the majority 
of well-known painters aud sculptors in France. 
Among others, I often visited Bartholdi in his 
studio. Showing me once the small model of 
‘Liberty,” he said quietly: ‘The American people 
believe that it is liberty that illumines the world, 
but in reality it is my genius.’ ” 

Similarly does Mme. Steinheil give us character 
touches of many famous men whom she came to 
know, for the madame shortly opened a salon 
in the big, old Impasse Ronsin dwelling which is 
said to have become for several years “the real 
capitol of France.” ‘“‘From that once dreary rook- 
ery of Meissonier’s nephew, transformed into a 
brilliant salon, Mme. Steinheil swayed the republic 
under Felix. Faure as Mme. de Maintenon ruled 
the kingdom uncer Louis XIV. The King loved 
Maintenon; the President loved Steinheil. 

“The Parisian life, brilliant and exhaustinz, 
strenuous and artificial, was above all intoxicat- 
ing, and I needed such intoxication,” says the 
madame. ‘The wit, the cuiture, the taste, the 
flights of fancy of so many men and women 
around me, their enthusiasms, their sympathy, 
their conversations, their qualities, and their own 
defects, became necessary to me. Life could not be 
dull with these companions, whatever their ideas 
and their hebits or their hobbies.” 


Mme. Steinheil ’s Salon. 
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Among those of the brilliant company she gath- 
ered about her were Bonnat, the painter; 
net, the composer, and Francois Coppee, the poet. 
Also came Zola, “heavy, ponderous and rather 
aggressive,” and many others whose names are 
bright with fame. 

‘There came to the villa in the Impasse Ron 
sin,” she writes, “people who were ingeniously 
romantic, wickedly’ childish azd_ recklessly 
conventional.” 

With this paragraph the madame introduces 
the man who, in some mysterious way still un- 
explained, seems to have brought tragedy into her 
life, even after his death: “Beyond the hours of 
and the everyday troubles that fal] 
the lot of all human beingag® disappointed 
dreams. thwarted ambitions, shattered illusions. 
financial eares and family worries, there happened 
nothing particularly eventful in my life until the 
day when I became the friend and confidante 
of Felix Faure, elected President of the republic 
in January, 1895." ° 

Thereafter until the day of his sudden death, 
Feb. 16, 1899, Mme. Steinheil remained “the friend 
and confidante” of the President. She relates 
with much detail how she frequently visited him

in his private office in the Elysee Palace, where 
the President prepared a still more private room 
in which the pair worked together, going over 
musty documents and writing the “Memoirs” o/ 
Felix Faure. 

“Thenceforth,” she says, “I met him almost ev- 
ery day, either in the Bois de Boulogne, where 
he rode in the morning, or at the Elysee. He 
would telephone to me at any hour of the day. 
There was always something to do, someone to 
sound. Felix Faure had fullest confidence in me, 
and I went, for him, when he could not go him- 
self, to the sittings of the Chamber of Deputies 


or of the Senate, to certain receptions and par-. 


ties. He was surrounded by enemies, and he knew 
it.. 

‘‘He made use of my intuition, of my knowledge 
of people. I met him after ail the Cabinet coun- 
cils, and he told me what had been discussed and 
decided. A new life began for me; my rale of 
confidante hai its difficulties 
and even its dangers, but it had 
a wonderful fascination. My 
salon was now more crowded 
than ever before.” 

Mme. Steinheil says she en- 
tered the Elysee’ by a small 
door in the gardens, always ac 
companied by a private detective 
selected by the President him 
self. It was arranged that her 
valet should take her messages 
to the President, who handed 
his -to the same man,.summoned 
by a private telephone call 
Some letters went astray, s6 
they agreed letters should be 
sealed with white wax when 
“urgent” and with blue wax in 
all other cases.

A splendid pearl necklace, worth about $100,000, 
also played a part in the plot of the tragedy. Says 
the madame: “President Faure, during the sum- 
mer of 1898, presented me with a pearl rec«lace, 
which afterward played such a strange part in 
my life that I will relate the story of the gift 
and of what followed, with as many details as 
my memory can recall, for probably the nec* lace, 
as well as the President’s ‘papers, had something 
to do with the mysterious tragedy of the Impasse 
Ronsin.”’ 

She says Maj. Lamy, whom she knew well, called 

her house with a large bouquet, “‘which he said 
the President me to accept:’ She undid 
the wrapper and found among the orchids a jewel 
containing a large gold box. When she 
unfastened the lid a superb necklace fell to the 
floor. There were five rows of pearls. 

Two days later the President sent for her. He 
was greatly agitated. Faure told her something 
dreadful had happened, and it was about that 
necklace. He had bought it from a friend, a 
man of the highest rank, %o help him out of a 
difficulty 

“Now | hear that, against my will, | am mixed 
up in a seandal which, if it were disclosed, would 
utterly ruin me,” said the President, and he im- 
plored her to keep the necklace hidden jn her 
house and never under any circumstances‘to let 
anybody see it or know of its existence. 

Mme. Steinheil relates that several times during 
the day of Feb. 16, 1899, Presivont Faure called

him at once. “I wish to hand you something; ! 
don’t feel quite myself,’ he said. She had been 
ill, but late in the afternoon she went to the Ely- 
see. She found Fau:e looking pale and exhausted. 

“T am tired of all these intrigues and hopeless 
complications in the Dreyfus case,” he told her. 
“T hewve tried to forget my worries, and have been 
taking a great deal of that drug, which I ought 
never to touch. I have done so even this after- 
noon.’ 


The madame declares she left the palace by 
che main door and went home, after urging Blon- 
lel, the President’s secretary, to call a doctor for 
him. Toward midnight, she writes, she was. noti- 
fied by telephone that Felix Faure was dead. 
‘They say the President died of an apoplectic 
troke,” she was told. 


There was no autopsy on the President’s body. 
Vague, veiled hints and rumors began to circu- 
late. The press of Paris apparently suppressed 
more than it printed. Mme. Steinheil writes: 

“Human malignity knows no limit or pity. Less 
than 24 hours éfter the death of the President, 
a numter- of newspapers coolly suggested that 
Felix Faure had been poisoned by a certain friend 
of his, a Mme. 8S. Others said by an actress whose 
name began with 8S, and others by a Jewish lady. 

‘But they mostly pointed to me as the murder- 
ess of Felix Faure, although in very cautious and 
veiled terms, and without ever giving my name. 
1 had called at the Elysee during the afternoon 
of Feb. 16. The whole tragedy seemed quite clear 
—to some people. I had been appointed by some 
secret committee of Dreyfusards, on account of 
the President's sympathy for me, to ‘suppress’ the 
man who was supposed to be the great stumbling 
block in the way of the ‘revision.’ Hun- 
dreds of kind souls sent me the cuttings contain- 
ing the venomous allusions, and at the same time 
shoals of anonymous letters reached me, in which 
a*sassin, poisoner, Lucretia and Brinvilliers were 
perhaps the least. cruel and offensive epithets 
hurled at me. Certain writers declared that if 
[ had not killed the President, at least I knew 
when he died and who had killed him.” 

Mme. Steinheil expresses the belief that Pres- 
ident Faure died from an extra large dose of his 
favorite “remedy.” 

Continuing her chapter on the President's death, 
she writes: “On the evening of the day after the 
funeral of President Faure, my husband came 
into the room and closed the door carefully. He 
wae t embling and pale. ‘You know,’ he said, 
‘thet we agieed years ago that, although living 
under the same roof, you and I should be entirely 
free to act as we plearet. We further agreed 
to discuss all matte s Of importance by letter.
